The explosions naturally begin with pred 
ple Inte 446 square miles, the capital of Ja- 
pan today packs a populution greater than 
Sweden's ond only slightly smaller than

new residents a sear—nviore than the popula- 
tion of Atlantic City, New Jersey. The result 
isa case of near-strangulation that has Tokvo- 
ites worried,

Tokyo's Twuw-billion-dollar New Look 


At 100 ven—roughly 28 centse—the Olym- 
nic Highway iso burgain. Completed this vear 
just in time for the games, the elevated ex- 
oresswaw lenpfrogs Tukyo's. vast outer belt 
of suburbs and delivers visitors to the heart 
of the city (map, page 452), Like many other 
improvements inspired by the Olvmpics, the 
highway was long overduc. The Olympics, in 
fact, hovelaunched Japan's capital city upon 
hundreds of new building projects. 

“Wher the Olmpic flame lights the great 


ealdron in Tokyo's National Stadium on Octo- 


ber 10," a city official told me proudly, “Tokyo 
will have spent 694 billion ven—almost two 
billion American dollars—petting ready. 
“Of course,” be added quickly, “that ts nat 
all just for the Olympics In time we woukl 
have built many of the projecte—new high- 
wavs, parks, buildings, stadiums—anyway.” 
The best place to watch Tokyo spending 
iis millions is stil] alone the Ginza: My first 
nivht-in the city T took a watk through the 
great shopping and amusement district whose 
name, appropriately, means “silver foundry.” 





lt refers to the old mint that steed where pow 
great tides of shoppers, moviegoers, perdlers, 
delivery boys, waitresses, nightclub harkers, 
node vendors—seentinely half of Tokyvyo— 
eddy and swirl olong the strevts.

Above the human tide there pulses wn etiel- 
lessly shifting avrora—the Gringa’s famed 
neon signs. Here o giant fountam of light 
trenches sidewalk thrones with a tumbling 
cascade Beyond, the wcre-size wall of a ce- 
partment store glows with a dozen eene col- 
ors, While higher still an enormous whirling 
vlobe sweeps the night sky with mirrors flash- 
ine from its eyuator. Ninety-two feet above 
an intersection, o full-sire Japanese -<edan 
with headlights blazing revolves on a pedes: 
tal. Down the block, as if in wonder at it-all, 
it 20-foot-hizh owl—the trademark for a gas- 
oline—rolls startled eves to heaven. 

Whot the Ginza sells is hardly less dazzling 
Window after window proclaims Japan's 
industrial magic! transistor tape recorders, 
matchbox-size radios, cultured pearls, mw 
siik bw the ucre, miniature television sets, the 
world’s fastest motoreveles, and twpewriters 
that print 2,500 different svmbols. 

Always on the Ginga there are the familiar 
sounds—ithe blare of loudspeakers pumping 
jazz from the doors of cabarets, the fretful 
chorus of automobile horns, cries of paitch- 
men, the mournful hoot of Japanese street- 
cars, the thunderous chime of pile driver 
igainst steel as Tokyo builds through the 
nicht. When-at last the visitor turns down u 
darkened side street to the shelter of bis Tapa- 
nese Inn, he has the feeling of escape from a 
mighty river at flood into some unbelievably 
yulet backwuter. 

Japanese have a weakness for statistics. 
The next day on the Ginga I had lunch with 
an ald friend, Hiroshi Narita, an economist 
amd editor for Japan's largest radio and tele- 
vision network, NHK. Nick, a¢ TF call fim, 
took me to his favorite fempurn testaurant, 
where we sat at a stone counter, devounne 
batter-fried shrimp and vegetables os. fast as:

The games that the good Baron 
Pierre de Coubertin hoped to revive 
had been dead 15 centuries, but the

spades of German archeologists on the 
Greek plain of Olympia had brought 
them to world attention. 

By the time De Coubertin died in 
1937, neither he nor anyone else could 
have had any illusions about the 
Olympics bringing world peace. Al- 


ready they had been suspended by 
one world war, and another was on 
the way. . 

Yet the impact of the games has 
been tremendous in terms of brilliant 
performances and, during recent 
years, in the extraordinary growth of 


tnenidly international rivalries. Even some “cold war” ice seems to 
have been cracked 

Holding aloof untilthey felt equipped to make a respectable show- 
int in big-league competition, the Soviets first entered the Olumpic 
Gomes in 1952 af Helsinki, 40 years after their countrymen, under 
the tearist banner, last participated in the games. The 1952 athletes, 
however, were the representatives of Stalinist Russia; they lived 
apart, behind barbed wire, and under the surveillance of Comimu- 
nist secret police. 

This attitude was progressively discurded in the next two Olym- 
pics At Rome in 1960, the athletes of Communist and capitalist 
countnes mingled in relaxed and friendly fashion, even though en- 
ued in a spectacular rivalry for top honors (opposite). All Olym- 
pie records in women's track and field, and all in men's and women’s 
swimming, were wiped out. Only four individual marks in men's 
trick ind field withetewd the assaults of many nations led by the 
United States and Russia. 

Coming virtually from nowhere, the Soviet Union in three Olym- 
lads has outscored the United States, 770 to 221, in total medals 
(first. second, anal thir) for all the summer Olympic sports. In men’s 
track and field, the blue-ribbon sport, the US.5.%. has given the 
US. its bittest challenge since lithe Finland struck js mivhtiest 
hiows at American supremacy io the twertes. 

Tt is against this Intriguing background that the games will be 
beled thie October in Tokvo—24 vears late. Japan was to have been 
the host in 1940, but fate calle the world to « grimmer game. For 
the Japanese the XVOT Olympiad is the long-squeht fulfillment of 
un ambition frustrated by the wor lords, For the Olympic ideal it is 
OH long ste forward—the first time the games have been held im 
Asin, home of more than half of the human race (map, pages $06-7).

Yet for sheer émotional impact, no site Olympic episode can 
uvershiulow the climactic strugele of a litthe marathon runner from 
ftuly who didn't even win. In defeot as dramatic ws y Greek tragecly, 
he stirred the faltering revival of the Olvmpie Games to heights of 
COUTECOUS pertormance, controversin| excitement, and wortd-wide 
interest previdusly untouched,

Chther troubles beset De Coubertin and his 
colleagues. Lacking the firm control that the 
International Olympic Committee biter ape 
ped, programs tor the games at Partisan 1400 
and St. Lows in L904 got out of hand. In 
effect, they became sideshows for the Paris 
International Exposition and the Louisiana 
Purchase Centennial Exposition in St. Louts. 

The OC has had tocresist such efforts and 
also attempts to wee the Olympics for political 
purposes. [ was at Berinin 1936 when the 
games were beclouded, first, by the racist 
prejudices of the Nazis, and, second, by the 
ominous rumblings preceding World War I. 

Even before the games, Nazi propaganda 
munister Foseph Paul Goebbels solemnly ex- 
horte| visiting reporters to extol the “New 
Crermanys econemic and social progress.
